1. PURSUANT TO LEDSKY-SUTTERLIN TELECON AUGUST 29, 

VISAS FOR GDR ADMINISTRATIVE TEAM (REF A) HAVE BEEN 
ISSUED FOR TEN DAYS. ATTEMPT WAS MADE TO GET ONE OF 
TEAM MEMBERS TO COME TO CONGEN IN ORDER TO INFORM HIM 
OF THIS LIMITATION, OF ASSISTANCE TEAM COULD EXPECT IN 
WASHINGTON (PARA FIVE, BERLIN 1502), AS WELL AS OF 
POSSIBILITY OF EXTENDING VISAS THERE IF NECESSARY. 

LINDNER AT FIRST REFERRED TO AGREEMENT IN WASHINGTON 
THAT NO PERSONAL APPEARANCES WOULD BE NECESSARY, BUT 
UPON LEARNING THAT PURPOSE OF INVITATION WAS TO DISCUSS 
TRIP RATHER THAN ONLY DELIVER VISAS SAID WOULD CONSULT 
WITH HIS COLLEAGUES TO SEE WHO OF THEM COULD COME OVER. 
HOWEVER, A FEW HOURS LATER MFA MESSENGER ARRIVED TO 
PICK UP VISAS AND TO INFORM US THAT ALL MEMBERS OF GDR 
GROUP BUSY WITH PREPARATIONSFOR TRIP AND THEREFORE NONE 
ABLE TO COME. IN DELIVERING VISAS TO MESSENGER, WE NOTED 
VISAS LIMITED TO TEN DAYS AND THAT IF GDR GROUP HAD 
QUESTIONS ABOUT THIS OR OTHER ASPECTS OF TRIP. CONGEN
